~CHARTER PARTY 
CASE. 
IMPORTANT JUPGEMEST, 


Animportant and very interest- 
ing judgement was delivered at 
the Supreme Court this morning, 
this being the Full Court's 
decision on Py 4 e 
charter-party case respecting the 
charter of the s.s. Castlefield. A 
seperate judgement was delivered 
by all three judges—Sir Havilland 
de Sausmarez, Sir William Rees 
Davies, K.C., and Mr. Justice 
Gompertz. 

It will be remembered that there 
wasan original action, claiming 
damages for breach of a charter- 
party, chartering the steamship 
Castlefield.and dated September 
26,1918. Toong Yue. a Shang- 
hai ship-owner ‘and broker, 
agreed to charter the vessel 
from the Castlefield Steamship 
Company for twelve amonths 
at the rate: of $45,000 per 
calendar month. The action 
arose on. the question. of 
the. delivery of the vessel, 
the plaintiffs (the Cuastlefield 
\Company) contending that de- 
livery should not have been given 
until Decermber 27, 1918,,and the 
defendant (Toong Yue) claiming 
that he should have been given 
delivery on December 18. As he 
did not take up the charter on the 
ground that delivery was late, the 
Gastlefield Steamship Company 
sued him for damages, and the 
‘Chief Justice gave, judgement in 
favour -of the plaintiffs. He 
decided. that December 27 was 

the proper date and ‘awarded 

damages to be assessed by 
_ arbitration, The defendant then 
brought the appeal action against 
that decision. cot

Nineteen graduates in medicene 
and engineering obtained : their 
degrees at the Fourth Annual 
Congregation of the Hongkong 
University, which was convened 
yesterday afternoon. Honorary 
degress were also conferred. 

A numerous retinue of visitors, 
which included many prominent. 
Teprescntatives of the European 
and Chinese communities, 
was interested in the pro 
ceedings which commenced after 
tea had been served. in the Old 
Union common room of the main 
University’ Building.- At the 
hour of 5 p.m. the procession of 
members of the Court, Council 
and Senate of the University

and caps, filed into the 
Great Hall, where the congrega- 
tion was convened: His Ex- 
cellency the Governor, as the 
Chancellor of the University, led 
the way to the dais, and he was 
followed by the members of 
the Governing Body "in 
the following order: The Mace 
Bearer, Hon. -Mr. Claude 
Severn.

Mr Chanoallor, it is particular- 
ly gratifying to ms to-day to ba in 
the proud and unique position of 
Presenting for the honorary da- 
gree of this University two well 
Frown and most distinguished 
gentlemen’ ralers®f this Culony, 
It is unusualto confer hoe. de, 
grees on thase not present to re-

Following 
on this came “the great coo'ie 
strike” and again here he showed 
conspicuous ability in the way he 
bandied the problem and brought 
the strike to an end. For these 
two events he won his first 
bonéur of C.M.G. Ia 1897 ha 
unearthed the “Police Scandal” 
and with consummate courage 
and skill h2 removed tke trouble 
and set ahout reorgenising the 
Poliea Force. In 1902 he becams 
Colonial Secretary and thrice 
administered the Government of 
Hongkong with great abjlity and 
totthe complete eatistaction of the 
entire c ammunity, ec that in 1909 
he received the honour of, 
K.C.M.G, His firat break with. 
the Colony, after a coutinuous 
service of 20 years, occurred in 
1911 when he was appointed 
Govatnor. of "Fiji and High Com 
missioner for the West.

DELAY AT THE PORTS. 


Tha Ministry of Shipping has 
done its work, and done ipex 
cellently, and it should now be 
wound up. In the commercial 
world it is maintaining a highly 
artificial state of things ‘which 
has all kinds of demoralising 
reactions. 

The one great good service, 
which it is dving, is that of ensur- 
ing cheap bread to the country 
It keeps down the amount of| 
the subsidy which the . State 
has to pay for preserving us’ that 
boon: but,oh the other hand, i 
State control of the the ships 
were withdrawn, freights would 
be reduced all round, and, even 
if bread became dearer, many 
other commodities would became 
reaper, 

“ The State itself, in its fouble 
role of railway controller and 
shipping controller, affords a 
striking example of the vicious 
expedients which have to be 


resorted to when competition has, 


been destroyed: 

The railway companies, unable 
to carry goods imported into this 
country for transmission to some 
other point on the coast, hand 
them over to coasting ships to be 
carried at railway rates, the rail- 
way companies paying the 
difference in,freight. The tax- 
payer has, of course, to pay this 
subsidy, as well as the subs sidy 
on bread. 

Everybedy knows how it is 


{tbat there is no longer com- 


‘petition between the railway: 
and the coasting vessels, Th: 
railway goods rates, thanks tc 
the generosity of the taxpayer 
are on the same basis as befor: 
the war, and a coaster could nol 
live on these rates. 

But even if the beneficial com 
petition between ships and train: 
cannot be restored, the mori 
limited competition. among ships 
themselves need no ‘lowger be 
restrained. Ships differ from 
trains in this, that they can be 
owned and run by comparatively 
small men. Indeed, a single ship 
may be owned by an individual 
who naturally willbe much more 
interesled in saving a tide and ir 
scoring other small points in com- 
retition than a State Department 
200 or 300 miles away. 

A statement of the actual 
position of of shipping control a‘ 
the present time will interest 
commercial men and others. 

There is more tonnage in the 
world than there has ever been 
before. At the end of June 1914 
the total steam tonnage of the 
world was 45,490,000 tons gross; 
at the end of the June 1919 it was

It is all food-stuff 
bought, contralled’ and distribut- 
ed by the Government. These 
commodities come here at very 
‘ow rates of freight, which prob 
ably leave the shipowner witha 
loss, and which are only maint- 
ained because the Shipping Min- 
istry have promised to adjust 
them--and to adjust them retro-|. 
spectively. 

Another power which the 
Shipping Ministry retains and 
exercises is that of preventing 
coasting ships from leaving the 
coasting trade, though there is no 
direction to these ships asto what 
they may or may not carry along 
the coasts, 

Outside the coasting trade there 
are tegular liners which run .un- 


der general license from the 
Ministry with an obligation .to 
placa space at the disposal 
of Government cargo up to50 per 
cent. of the total. As our im- 
ported foods come more largely 
from some parte of the world than 
from others, the incidence of this 
requisition falls heavily upon 
some lines, but upon other lines 
it does not fall at all. 

With regard to tramps, they 
still are required to havea license 
from the Ministry for each 
separate voyage, and when the 
license is applied for the Ministry 
ronsiders whether the boat. is 
needed to carry wheat or sugar 
or maize or any other food import, 
and directs accordingly. The 
tramp’s vuyage is thus controlled, 
but, otherwise and apart 
from Government cargo, the 
Ministry gives no direction to the 
shirowner as to what he shall 
bring to this country for private 
importers. 

Lastly, the Ministry -of Ship- 
ping is using for the Government 
programme German ships which 
are under their management, in 
o far as they ure not required 
for Allied purposes of relief—~now 
aearly over. These ships re- 
present over a million gross tona,

The chances are a thousand 
against bis being able to get the 
necessary ground. 

Landowners are for the most 
part blind to the duty of fostering 
the economic. interests of 
their tenants. Otherwise we 
might have in’ many villages 
a system at least of collect- 
ing produce for market, to 
say nothing of steady encourage- 
ment and assistance’ fur those 
who wished to expand their.trade. 
A man’may wait for years before 
the County Council provides him 
with a plot of land, and as for the 
District Councils they all seem 
to have approached the rural 
housing problem in a spirit of 
despair! After all the talk of 
Teconstruction, cottages in the 
country are still being allowed to 


tumble down, and there is nothing 


to replace them.

RAILWAY ACCIDENTS 
IN MANCHIRIA. 


——-—_ 
NEARLY 200 CASUALTIES, 


On the morning of December 
23, there occurred a serious 
accident on the South Manchuria 
Railway. “At Tieling station a 
goods train crashed into a stand- 
ing passenger train, with the 
result that saven lives were lost 
and 85 were wounded, more or 
less seriously. Of those whose 
lives were lost, one was Japanese 
and six were Chinese. 

This is the second smash that 
has taken place within the month 
on tke Sovth Manchuria Rail- 
way. The earlier accident was 
at Kungchuling, south of Chaug- 
chun, causing over 100 causalties. 
The nature of the disaster was. 
the same in both cases, . 

During recent months, the 
trains have been very crowded in 
al) three classes.

BRITISH AERIAL ENTERPRISE 
—— 


In view uf the great develogments which are taking place ia 
civil aviation, it is worthy of note that Great Britain has been the 
first cduntry to establish regular air communication outside her 
borders. The. International Air Convention, first conceived in 
Britain and in the main based on the Air Navigation Regulations 
drawn up for the contro! of civil flying at Home; has now b2en 
assented to by all the Allied and Associated Powers excepting U.S.A. 
and Japan, but in anticipation of furma' assent, provisional agree. 
ments permitting flying between the countries parties theretohad been 
entered into between Grea Britain and various continental countries. 
A daily service has been in operation between London and Paris far 
some months, and more recently a service has been inaugurated be- 
tween London and Brussels. In addition, the conclusion of these 
provisional agreements enabled aircraft of private enterprise to visit 
Amsterdam, Brussels, Christiania, Copenhagen, Lausanne, Madrid, 
Paris and Stockholm and a demonstration flight for civil purposes 
by R.AF. aircraft was pushed as far as Helsingfors. ~ 

Small though these beginnings may be, the experience they 
afford of an entirely new phase of aviation will rapidly pave the 
way for expansion. Plans are in contemplation for’ North Sea 
services, and serious attention is being given to the flights’ tu 
Australia and the Cape. The recent success achieved by Capt. 

Rose Smith in flying from England to Australia, and the fact that 
others are attempting to repeat the effort, show how far aviation 
has advanced since the war. This flight is the longest ever attempt- 
ed—nedrly 12,009 miles—and includes a non-stop trip of 1,750. miles 
at the extreme end of the journey. Much poineer work has been 
undertaken by the Air Ministry in opening up this route and also 
that to South Africa. The route to Egypt and Tndia, which is 
followed on the flight to Australia, was explored and traversed by 
air ayearago. East of Calcutta the dificult stages over Burma, 
the Malay Peninsula and the Dutch East Indies were suryeyed last 
year and a scheme’prepared for the establishment of landing 
grounds at intervals of 400 miles. Concurrently, survey parties 
were at work between Cairo and the Cape, and much useful work has 
been accomplished. 

Britain, in common with other belligerent countries, had in hand 
at the end of the war a Jarge number of heavier-than-air machines 
of all types,.and in addition about 100 airships in commission and 
under construction, both of non-rigid and rigid types. In the case 

” of heayier-than-air craft. the Air Ministry has handed over to the 
Disposals Board such machines as from time to time became surplus 
to Air Force requirements. In the case of airships, where great 
gums of money must be expended in the early days of commercial 
development, all parties interested in the subject were brought to- 
gether at an official conference, with a view to united action 
being taken. “Several “rigid airships of modern type which 
are under construction, as well as other surplus airships, 
sheds and, stores, were offered ‘at. reasonable figures -by the 
Government as ‘the basis for a sound- scheme ‘of: development. 
A Committee of the leading members of the airship and allied 
industries was formed and it is hoped’ that a combine will shortly 
materislise to undertake this enterprise. Little can be said at the 
moment of the actual: line of progress, but it is certain that as the 
rigid airship is essentially a long-distance machine, and eas develop- 
ment may show that it isa type of aircraft peculiarly suited to the 
‘requirements of the British Empire, the programme adopted may be 
‘a large one.’ In this,jas ‘in other questions of civil aviation, it may

“DEMOB" AND HONGKONG. * 

In connection with the de- 
mobilisation of troops and the 
reversion of the millions of men 
to civil 
occupations it has generally to be 
agreed that In the main the 
authdrities responsible have done 
a really wonderful work. But it 
has often come “about that 
those men who are in out-of-the- 


way places ard far-off garrisons. 


do sometimes fail to participate 
in the general orders, and it looks 
as though there are quite a few 
men in Hongkong who have 
every reason to feel aggrieved 
that they have not been more 
speedily sent Home. It.has come 
to our notice that in some re- 
spects official demobilisation 
orders are being ignored by 
the authorites here and that 
there’ are men still. retained 
who. have been ‘eligible for de- 
mobilisation for the past six 
months. We know that there are 
some men, including married[men, 
who have boen away from Home 
for nearly four years and have 
never had a day's leave during 
‘that period. It was recently 
announced by the War Office that 
all Derby men and volunteers 
would be embarked from 
their present stations . or 
theatres by February, and 
there were other dates given for 
men who joined later, but by 
April 1, all men who had joined 
up at any time for the war period 
would be on their way Home for 
release. The authorities are well 
aware of the dates given, and it 
is sincerely to b+ hoped: that 
every effort will be made to 
release the men of the 
garrison units affected so that 
they .can participate in the ad- 
vantages of an early reversion to 
civil life and status. We have 
thought fit to refer to this matter 
because we know that there is a 
great deal of disappointment felt 
by the men affected. 


LABOUR LEADER'S PLUMS. 

There is a very critical position 
at Home just now in connection 
with the demands of the National 
Union of Railwaymen, and from 
what Reuter has told us it. seems 
that the men are rather inclined 
to be a little unreasonable. By 
reason of the news coming 
‘to hand regarding what is 
considered a fit living wage’ 
for the men, it ia interesting 
to note that -,are a few 
specially big plums reserved for 
Labour leaders. Thus Mr. J. H. 
Thomas now gets £1,000 a year 
from the National Union of Rail- 
waymen, a free. furnished house, 
and a free £1,100 motorcar.

ANNUAL REPORT AND 
PRIZE-GIVING. 


“The annual distribution of 
prizes a. the Ellis Kadoorie 
School atSookunpoo Valley took 
place to-day at noon. The prizes. 
were given away by the Hon. Mr. 
Claud Severn, C.M.G. Interested 
visitors at the proceedings were. - 
Sir Ellis Kadoorie and Mr. A. ‘F. 
Arculli.. Owing to indisposition,. 
Mr. R*J. Birbeck, the Head- 
master, was unable to attend and’ 
his place was taken by Mr. A. R. 
Cavalier, Inspector of Vernacular — 
Schools. . . 
Mr. E .Ralphsexpressed their- 
congratulations to Mr. Severn on 
the honour which the latter had. 
obtained at the University yester-~ 
day. He referred to the generosity 
of Sir Ellis Kadoorie, the founder: 
of the school, in offering a further 
free scholarship in connection: 
with the new upper class’ that ” 
was being formed. He wished to- 
thank Mr. Arculli and Mr. 
Nemazee who generously con- 
tinued to assist by arranging for 
free attendance in many cases. 
The annual report stated that 
the averge attendance of pupils 
numbered 95 and the fees collect. 
ed amounted to $1,852, Thagreatest 


‘|number ‘was 104 in September 


and the lowest 88 in July. This 
compared favourebly with 1918, 
when the. attendance nom-- 
bered. 89 and the | fees 
collected amounted to $1,740. 
Seventy-one boys out of 89 passed 
the annual examination held in 
July. “The weakest - subjects 
throughout the School were 
arithmetic .and grammar. .To 
encourage Urdu, Mr. Ackbar 
kindly gave three prizes for the 
subject. There were two scholar- 
ships tenable at Queen's College 
and the top boy of each class was 
given a Government scholarship: 
for one year. In addition to this 
Mr. Arculli and Sir Ellis Kadoorie 
paid the whole or part fees for 40 “ 
boys. Games showed much im- 
provement. . 

The Hon. Mr. Claud Severna 
said he shared the regret express- 
ed by Mr. Ralphs at the absence 
of Mr, Birbeck, the headmaster, 
and he hoped they would hear 
that his indisposition, which pre- 
vented ‘him from being present 
was only a temporary one and 
that he. would be able to- 
proceed on leave for which he 
was due, The school, which 
had come into being through the- 
generosity of Sir Ellis Kadoorie, 
was particularly favoured. It 
had a fine modern building which 
no other school had and it also had_ 
an advantage which no other’ i 
school in the Colony possessed 
—an open space with beautiful 
surroundings. Through arrange- 
ments made by the 
Recreation Ground Com- 
mittee a portion of that fine new 
recreation, ground had been 
allotted for the use both of the- 
newly formed Indian Recrea- 
tion Club and the school. 
When ‘everything had been 
‘finally settled he hoped 
it would be the intention of the- 
Indian Recreation Club, through 
the generosity of soma of its 
members, to erect a pavilion and: 
he.also hoped that that pavilion 
would be available also: for the 
school. (Applause). The Ellis-. 
Kadoorie School. bad justified 
its existence and he was sure 
it wag going to be of &ven greater 
us2in the future. He had heard 
the report which had been read’ 
with great pleasure especially 
with regard to the upper class- 
which it had been found possible 
to establish’in the school, because 
to that extent it would make the 
schoo! self-contained. Boys of 
the sehoo’ would be able to 
matriculate direct to the Univer- 
sity. They had some very kind 
benefactors connected with the 
school and, he hoped their 
generosity in the future would 
make it possible for the boys to’ 
proceed to the University.

The meeting of railwaymen aad Sir Eric Geddes this 
fefternoen lasted for two and a half jheurs. At is reliabiy 
atated ‘that the pfoceedings were of the iriendliest an 
frankest descriptioa. Sir Eric Geddes stated that the Govern. 
ment is prepared to make very substantial concessions | ut 
is unwilling to yield on general principle. The Cabinet is 
anxious that the raiiwaymen should give the now scheme a 
fair trial. Mr. Thomas thanked Sir Eric Geddes for carefu ly 
considering the men's objections to the Government's pro- 
gals and ssid the matter would be tully submitted to 
meeting of delegates this evening and the National Union of 
BRajlwaymen would subsequently. reply to the Government's 
new offer. Sir Eric Geddes emphasised that the Cabinet is 
anxious to reach a settlement acceptable to all parties. Mr.

Meanwhile the oficial organ of the National 
Tnion partially lifts the veil on Jast week's proceedings. The 
organ publishes an official report of the meetings showing 
that only one item of the Government's offer was accepted. 
namely the standardisation of railway work by the elimina- 
tion of a large number of grades. The meeting resolved to 
demand standardised wages based on the highest rate ot 
wages plus the war wage in each grade concerned. It rejecte 
the principle of sliding seale based on the cost of living. 
because the cost of living was not the only factor on which 
the wages should be fixed and it. would tend to stereotype the 
t f comfort and prevent any, improvements, 
being obtained irrespective of how the productive furces of 
society may improve. It demanded that a large number of 
railwaymen excluded from the proposals should be included, 
also-that any settlement should be “applicable to Trish tailway- 
‘men. The decisions were communicated to Sir Eric Geddes 
who wrote observing that the delegates had overthrown the 
results of the whole three months’ negotiations and reverted 
to the original demands which the Goyernment had decided
